COVER DUD JOINT 

It is quite important that the point 
where the cose proper Joins the stock, 
should be covered. It Is where tho 
bud ha* been inserted ln the stock 
that should be covered. It Is eosy 
to find this point as the shoots 
spring from It. 

If this point is exposed It is quite 
likely that this, the most vulnerable 
part of -the -plant, will be damaged 
Hn cold weather. The reason why 
roses are sometimes "earthed up" 

In Winter la to make sure that this 
part la covered. This point of union 
Is a suro guide to the depth to plant 
a rose. It should be covered by at 
least two inches. If this is done the 
rose proper has a chance to make 
roota of Its own and to become, to an 
extent. Independent of the stock. 

Roses like an open sunny position; 
few do well In the shade, although, 
a few of the climbers and some of the 
stronger-growing dwarfs will do fair¬ 
ly well In a shady position. 

TREATING THE SOIL 

Although, as has been said* no 
manure need be dug into the ground . 

•when planting roses in new soli, a 
mulching of well-rotted manure on 
the surface will be of benefit during 
the Winter months. The straw may 
be raked off in the Hptlng and the 
balance gradualy worked Into the 
soil during the early Hummer. Tho 
roses will feel the benefit of this 
dressing If the Hummer proves hot and 
dry- Fowl manure may be used but 
only after U has been kept In a heap
